Subject: House of Representative Contacts 



Having learned from Ken Scott of the interest in RFE/RL 
manifested by Representatives Rosenthal and Wolff during their recent 
Munich stopover, I checked with the appropriate authority and then called 
their offices this week. 

Mrs. Chrissos, Congressman Rosenthal's appointments secretary, 

connected me with his administrative assistant. Miss Mary W. Davis, who-, 

after consulting with the Congressman, referred me to Mr. Clifford Kackett 

of the staff of the Subcommittee on Europe of the House Foreign Affairs 

Committee. (Congressman-Rosenthal is chairman of the Subcommittee on 

Europe.) Mr. I-Iackett, a former Foreign Service officer, turned out to 

be an old friend from Congo days of McKinney Russell, so we had a pleasant 

and leisurely chat, during which I was able to explain that experience 

has shown us that people who have not been closely connected with RL 

frequently have misconceptions about it^ and to pass on to him some in¬ 
formation about our basic role and concepts. Mr. Kackett -took ray name.

In Congressman Wolff's office I spoke with a Mrs. Roberts, 
who also took rny name after checking with the Congressman.

Both 
of them are memoers or a Congressional group which has recently been tourii 
the country to speak against the Vietnam war. In addition. Congressman 
Rosenthal was due to give testimony on the Middle East before a subcommitt* 
of the foreign Affairs Committee; his name was also mentioned in this mor¬ 
ning's New. York Times in connection with his accusation that the Adminis¬ 
tration is encouraging a deliberate and massive attack" by businessmen 
on the legitimacy Oj. the consumer movement and on the integrity of its 
leaders." 


Bill Korey of B'nai Brith tells me that both Congressmen have 
a long-standing interest in the problems of Soviet Jewry.
